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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-6, 9-10, 12-13, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Ueda (2002/0163592). 

Regarding claim 1 , Ueda discloses a mobile phone (paragraph 0004) showing an 
input means (200), a control means (109), a tuner (101), a decoder (102), a video 
processing means (104, 302), and a display means (112) for displaying video data 
(1 04), broadcast data (105), and network data (107). 

Regarding claim 2, Ueda shows a first memory (302, 303, 1 10), a second and 
third memories (302), and a memory controller (F1-F4). The video memory 302 is 
inherently composed of many memory units. 

Regarding claim 3, the broadcast data, network data and output parameter data 
are intended to be any conceivable data. 

Regarding claim 4, see paragraph 0181 . 

Regarding claim 5, see paragraph 0089. 

Regarding claim 6, see paragraph 0056. 
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Regarding claims 9 and 10, in addition of above rejection, the digital 
broadcasting tuner 101 in Ueda inherently includes an analog/digital converter. 
Regarding claims 12, 13, and 16, see corresponding rejections as set forth 

above. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 7,8, 11, 14-15, 17and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a)as being 
unpatentable over Ueda (2002/01 63592). 

Regarding claims 7 and 8, Ueda does not specify the rotate key input as claimed. 
The examiner take Official Notice that using a rotate input to change the picture 
orientation of the display device is well know in the art because the rotation enables a 
displaying picture to be rotated into a position in which a viewer can watch the picture 
comfortably. Hence, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention was made to include the well known picture rotation feature into 
Ueda so that the viewer could watch the picture in a better position. 

Regarding claims 1 1 , Ueda does not specify the I2C bus interface controller as 
claimed. The examiner takes Official Notice that using I2C bus interface controller for 
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controlling communication in between two electronic device is well known in the art 
because all l2C-bus compatible devices incorporate an on-chip interface which allows 
them to communicate directly with each other via the l2C-bus and this design concept 
solves the many interfacing problems encountered when designing digital control 
circuits. Hence, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of the invention was made to include a I2C bus interface into Ueda so that the tuner and 
the setting device could communicate with each other directly. 

Regarding claims 14, 15, 17, and 18, see rejections to claims 7 and 8.
